e’s a man who has held major wrestling titles all 
over the world. He’s a veteran wrestler who is a mas- 
ter of the intricacies of the squared circle. He’s a 
man who claims that he is the real world’s champi- 
on here in the World Wrestling Federation. He is “The 
Champ” Ric Flair, and since August he has been the sub- 
ject of discussion throughout the WWE.

you're not. You see, the real world’s champion, Ric Flair, 
in the World Wrestling Federation. That’s right. It’s time 
for you to put up or shut up, humanoid, because the real 
’ world’s champion Ric Flair has been challenging you for 
years. Now you have no choice; you must wrestle him. Its 
time to meet your maker, dummy.” 

As is common knowledge today, Flair has appointed the 
} Brain to be his official counselor, and the two have virtual- 
: ly been inseparable since they closed their business agree- 
ment. Just days before his WWF wrestling debut, for exam- 
| ple, WWF Magazine had an opportunity to catch up with 
the Champ and the Brain near Flair’s hometown of Char- 
lotte, North Carolina. There, he and Heenan charted their 
! course of action. They had the entire Coliseum videotape 
collection that features the Hulkster’s greatest matches.

Although Flair may hold a champi- 
onship belt, his title isn’t recognized by 
WWE Officials. “Anybody could come 
into the WWF with a title,” says WWF 
President Jack Tunney.

Howey- 
er, Mr. Flair must realize that he’s in the World Wrestling 
Federation now, and we don’t now and never will recog- 
nize his belt as a valid title belt for which other competi- 
tors can contend. It’s just as simple as this, Mr. Flair: If you 
= want to win any championship belt here in the WWF, 
_ then you'll have to get it the old-fashioned way. You'll 
have to earn it in the ring.” 

Flair says that he will do just that. When he gets his 
chance to meet the Hulkster in the ring, says Flair, he will 
prove to everyone that he is, in fact, the greatest champi- 
on the world has ever seen.
